INAUGURATION DAY. 


From the Philadeiphia Press (Rep.). 

The proposition to change the day for 
inaugurating the President of the United 
States from March 4 to @ day late in Apri! 
will be brought before Congress again at 
the present session, and an effort made 
to pass it and have it sent to the states 
for ratification As nearly all the state 
legislatures will be In session this winter 
the adoption at this session of a joint 
resolution amending the constitution tn this 
respect would have a good chence of gain- 
ing the early approval of enough states 
to secure its incorporation in the consti- 
tution of the United States. 

Two propositions have been made to this 
affect. One ts emdodted in a resolution 
introduced by Senator Hoar, and which 
has already passed the Senate. It pro- 
vides for extending the term of President 
Rovusevelt from March 4, 186, to the last 
Thursday of April, 19%, and then and 
thereafter making the last Thursday in 
April in every fourth year the regular in- 
auguration day. It is also provided that 
the term of the Fifty-eighth Congress and 
all future Congresses shall be extended to 
the last Thursday in April in every odd 
year and that the term of each new Con- 
gress shall begin on that day. This 
propesition needs only a two-thirds vote tn 
the House of Representatives and the ap- 
proval of three-fourths of the states to 
become a part of the conetitution. The 
other proposition advocated dy the na- 
tional committee appointed to consider 
this matter simply proposes to change the 
date of inauguration day, leaving the term 
of Congress to expire as now, March 4 

The resolution introduced by Senator 
Hoar le the more comprehensive, and hav- 
ing passed the Senate it is in a position 
to obtain a favorable two-thirds vote in 
the House, and be sent to the states for 
ratifieation. The inclement season argu- 
ment which applies so strongly to the pro- 
posed change of inauguration day from 
learly in March to late in April does not 
apply to Congress. But the short session 
of Congress ts acknowledged to be too 
briet to properly perform the required 
work. ard the opportunity for lengthening 
it at the same time that the date of Inau-
